Y MCA membership in one of the departments of Chicago, Oak Park, 
Evanston or Aurora is required of all who take any course. This corre- 
sponds to the matriculation fee required in many schools, and gives the 
students privileges of the reading and club rooms and use of the employ- 
ment bureau. This fee is $5.00 for adults and $3.00 for boys under 18. 
Physical privileges may be had on the payment of additional fees. 


THE DAY SCHOOLS 


Practically all of the courses with the exception of those offered in 
the School of Commerce and School of Liberal Arts are given in 
Central Y MCA Day Schools. These schools afford the advantages of a 
private school without the high cost. Students receive gymnasium and 
swimming privileges. Only high grade men instructors are employed. 
Credits are recognized by the leading universities. Students who desire 
part time employment are given assistance.
